We did not approve ‘hideous’ station artwork, say councillors 


Two of the three councillors 
consulted about the contro¬ 
versial faces installation on 
Epsom station have now 
condemned it as “hideous” 
and not what they approved 
or wanted. 

Seventy per cent of those 
who took part in an online 
poll on epsomguardian. 
co.uk last month said they 
hated the design with some 
questioning why there was 
no public consultation and 
others demanding the ‘per¬ 
manent’ artwork is taken 
down. 

As part of the planning 
agreement, developers 
Solum Regeneration had

was unable to take part in 
the process and was only 
consulted at a later stage - 
by which point the design 
had already been selected. 

She had still not seen the 
station facade this week, but 


said: “I don’t really like the 
design. When we saw the 
final artwork that was going 
to go up we were really sur¬ 
prised and asked for the 
colours to be toned down. 

“It was not what we want¬ 
ed. I didn’t select that 
design.” 

Coun Morris, who was also 
consulted after town coun¬ 
cillor Alison Kelly was un¬ 
able to take part, described 
the final product as 
“hideous” and insisted it 
was different from the 
design she had been shown. 

She said: “The design we 
saw was much more artistic 
- one pane had an eye, then 
there was a plain pane, and 
then another feature in an¬ 
other pane. 


“It looks amateur, cartoon- 
ish and is a poor reflection of 
what this very good student 
came up with.” 

But town councillor Neil 
Dallen, said he was “more 
than happy with the deci¬ 
sion and the results”. 

He said: “We were shown a 
mock-up and it looks very 
similar to what we were 
shown.” 

A council spokesman said 
there was no legal require¬ 
ment for public consultation 
on the faces - which he 
confirmed are to be 
permanent. 

Mr Jameson won a year’s 
tuition fees at the universi¬ 
ty for his work and five run¬ 
ners-up received 20 per cent 
off theirs.

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Deficit could still be 
£12.8m by 2021-22 


Huge deficits at Epsom 
Hospital could continue for 
a decade worried residents 
were told on Friday. 

At an Epsom Hospital 
board meeting auditors’ 
figures put the deficit at 
£13.8m in 2012-13 and pro¬ 
jected that it would still be 
£12.8m in 2021-22. 

The merger of Epsom 
Hospital and Ashford and 
St Peter’s Hospitals fell 
apart last month leaving 
the future of the hospital 
in chaos. 

Auditor Deloitte project¬ 
ed that if the hospitals had 
merged then the deficit 
would still have been 
£5.4m in 2017-18 despite re¬ 
ceiving more than £50m in 
financial support to help 
with the transition. 

There would have been 
£5m in ongoing costs, but 
£8.8m in synergies had the 
merger happened. 

The meeting, attended by 
about 30 members of the 
public, was told the merger 
collapsed because of the 
size of the deficit and a re¬ 
duction in the estimated 
savings that could be 
made. 

Other contributory fac¬ 
tors were uncertainty over 
the future of health re¬ 
forms creating GP commis¬ 
sioning and a healthcare 
review, which recommends 
some St Helier Hospital 
units for closure. 

Trust chief executive, 
Matthew Hopkins, did not 
deny the possibility of Gov¬ 
ernment administrators 
coming in to run Epsom 
and St Helier hospitals. 

He said it was likely 
there would be speculation 
over 20 trusts nationally 
where there was no clear 
road to financial success. 

However, he highlighted 
the high quality of care de¬ 
livered at the hospitals and 
said: “My message to staff 
is to continue to keep the 
focus on the patient. That 
is the most important 
issue. That is why we turn 
up to work.” 

One audience member, 
John Turner, was applaud¬ 
ed after calling on the 
board to resign or to be 
subject to a judicial review. 

Mr Turner said: “When 
we are told every effort 
would be made for continu¬ 
ing Epsom as a viable hos¬ 
pital I’m staggered. 

“The only thing that has 
been exhibited throughout 
this farrago is that you 
have achieved nothing. You 
have wasted two years. 

“St Helier has been sold 
down the river and your 
asset-stripping financial 
policy in the commercial

world would be morally 
reprehensible.” 

But Matthew Hopkins, 
Epsom and St Helier Uni¬ 
versity Hospitals NHS 
Trust executive director, 
said the hospital had been 
through nine strategic re¬ 
views in 15 years and seven 
chief executives over the 
past decade. 

He said: “This organisa¬ 
tion has had its share of 
uncertainty and it has 
been dogged by a number 
of problems that have led 
to where we are now. 

“It’s easy to say this is the 
fault of managers and the 
board. But I think we do 
have ask ourselves if suc¬ 
cessful organisations 
change their leadership 
every couple of years and 
limp from one strategic re¬ 
view to another.” 

He said having pro¬ 
gressed from front-line 
care to chief executive he 
understood the business of 
running healthcare at dif¬ 
ferent levels. 

He said: “We can all look 
for somebody to blame, but 
I think we need to reflect 
on the difference between 
successful organisations 
and those with long stand¬ 
ing challenges, whether 
it’s this hospital or indeed 
St Helier.” 

Jim O’Hallolon, 67, from 
Epsom, said he came to the 
meeting to fight to keep 
the hospital that had saved 
his life after a successful 
operation. 

Mr O’Hallolon said: “I 
came here 35 years ago 
with a life-threatening 
complaint. 

“In the past couple of 
years I have brought fami¬ 
ly members in need of 
emergency treatment. 

“We need a hospital.” 

Brian Stringer, from 
Epsom, said he was con¬ 
fused to see the proposed 
merger halted after assur¬ 
ances last month it was 
good news for the hospital. 

He said: “We need to 
know why this all fell 
apart when it had looked 
so promising.” 


Hospital boss has security 
escort after written threats

A hospital leader is being pro¬ 
tected by security guards after 
being threatened with physical 
violence. 

The unnamed person, who is 
a member of the Epsom and St 
Helier University Hospitals 
NHS trust board, is escorted by 
the guards around the hospital 
and to and from their car. 

The board member con¬ 
cerned has been carrying an 
attack alarm and the trust is 
working with the police. 

It is understood that the 
threat arrived via an anony¬ 
mous, handwritten letter. 

The issue was made public at 
the board meeting at Epsom 
Hospital on Friday, November 
9, where a security guard wait¬ 
ed outside and a plain-clothed 
guard sat with the public. 

Present at the meeting was 
the trust’s chief executive 
Matthew Hopkins and a num¬ 
ber of other board members. 

Mr Hopkins is not believed to 
be the person affected, 
although the hospital refused 
to reveal who was under 
threat. 

Emotions at the meeting 
ran high in the wake of the 
collapse of Epsom’s merger 
with Ashford and St Peter’s in 
Surrey and controversy over 
the use of Liverpool end of life 
pathway.

Hospital’s Trust said: “We take 
the safety of our staff very se¬ 
riously, and will not hesitate to 
act if that is ever called into 
doubt. 

“An anonymous threat was 
made against one of the senior 


management team recently, 
which prompted us to ensure 
extra security staff were on 
hand at Friday’s trust board 
meeting, which is open to all 
members of the public. 

“The additional security 


presence was in no way linked 
to the matters being discussed 
at the meeting, such as the de¬ 
merger of Epsom Hospital. 

“We are working with the po¬ 
lice about this matter and will 
not comment further.”

Carer jailed for stealing 
OAP’s medals and rings 


A man with Parkinson’s dis¬ 
ease has been left distraught 
after a carer stole his father’s 
war medals and the rings he 
had been given by his late 
wives. 

Gerald Ellis, 77, who lives 
in Epsom, said he is still 
waiting for the police to re¬ 
turn the war medals used as 
evidence in the trial of Paula 
Lealan, 45, of Ebbisham 
Road, Epsom, last month. 

Lealan appeared at South 
East Surrey Magistrates’ 
Court on October 10, charged 
with two counts of theft - 
one relating to Mr Ellis. 

She pleaded not guilty, but 
was convicted on both 
counts and was sentenced to

18 weeks in prison. 

She is currently appealing 
her sentence. 

Mr Ellis, who is restricted 
to moving between his chair 
and nearby bed, said the 
rings were given to him by 
his first wife Kathleen and 
second wife Clare before 
each had died of cancer. 

He said: “The rings were of 
great sentimental value.” 

Mr Ellis only found out 
about the thefts last autumn 
when police found four 
medals in a box with his fa¬ 
ther’s name on. 

He said: “We checked for 


them and they were gone. A 
gold signet ring and a plat¬ 
inum ring were also gone.” 

His father, Stephen Ellis, 
had fought in the Navy dur¬ 
ing World War II. 

The theft has preyed on his 
mind and left Mr Ellis afraid 
for his safety. 

Mr Ellis said: “I felt lousy. I 
thought about it all the time.” 

He said the carer had 
stolen from other elderly 
people, but his father’s name 
on the box meant the medals 
could be traced. 

But Mr Ellis said could not 
recall her visiting. 

He said: “There are too 
many carers. I would not 
know her from Adam.”

“Something is not right 
about this. We lost Nelly at 
4.30pm, and somebody report¬ 
ed her to the council at 
4.50pm and we are 
nearly £200 out of 
pocket as a 
result.” 


A spokesman for Epsom 
Council said: “The Environ¬ 
mental Protection (Stray 
Dogs) Regulations 1992 enti¬ 
tles the council to recover all 
expenses incurred in the col¬ 
lection of stray dogs 
“If a stray dog is reported to 
Epsom and Ewell Council, the 
animal is collected and taken 
to kennels. 

“Here it is scanned to ascer¬ 
tain if it has been 
micro-chipped. 


“If it is, the owners are then 
contacted. 

“The service is outsourced 
and the charges, which are to 
recover costs, are broadly in¬ 
line with other nearby coun¬ 
cils. Charges for this service 
are published on the council 
website. 

“Most owners are pleased 
that their pet has been safely 
recovered and well looked 
after while in council care. 

“We are sorry if Mrs Haze 
feels this charge is ex¬ 
cessive, however, there 
is no reason why these 
costs should fall 
on other council 
taxpayers.”

The Epsom Guardian 
campaign to find dig¬ 
nity for the dead in 
Horton cemetery has 
received support 
from a former resi¬ 
dent now living 
12,000 miles away. 

Michael Tuck¬ 
er, who lives in 
Victoria, Aus¬ 
tralia, wrote to 
the newspaper 
expressing his 
concern after 
his brother Stu¬ 
art, of Ashtead, 
sent him cut¬ 
tings of our arti¬ 
cles on Horton 
cemetery. 

The 78-year-old 
was born and bred 
in West Hill Av¬ 
enue, Epsom, and 
said he felt a moral 
obligation not to 
forget those buried 
in the cemetery. 

He said: “When 
Horton Hospital be¬ 
came a British 
military hospital 
throughout World 
War II, we passed 
many wounded every 
day, dressed in blue uni¬ 
forms and red ties, as they 
walked along the path to the 
town 

to enjoy an afternoon at the 
cinema. 

“Citizens were encouraged to 
visit patients who were unable 
to get out and about and I often 
accompanied my mother to 



Horton 
Hospital 
to visit a 
French sol¬ 
dier who suffered a 
very bad leg wound. 

He was one of the 
lucky ones who got away in the 
hazardous evacuation at 
Dunkirk. 

“The memories of Horton are 
very vivid to me even though I

am 12,000 miles 
away. 

“As the 
decades pass 
I feel I have 
a moral 
obligation 
to show my 
concern 
for all 
those 
who rest 
there in 
peace.” 

Mr 
Tucker 
belongs 
to a his¬ 
tory soci¬ 
ety in 
Australia 
which, among 
other issues, is 
concerned with a 
Lutheran cemetery in Vic¬ 
toria that was desecrated 
during WWII “just because 
the headstones were in 
memory of German pio¬ 
neers who came to the 
orchard growing dis¬ 
trict in the 1800s”. 

Mr Tucker said: “Several 
years ago, the historical society 
took the initiative to erect rect¬ 
angular plaques on all the 
grave sites - it had a very de¬ 
tailed plan of all the sites and 
details of all those buried there. 

“Such acts of destruction are 
incomprehensible. 

“Hopefully authorities and 
citizens will be urged and en¬ 
couraged to take steps to pre¬ 
serve Horton cemetery, so 
future generations will know 
how it came about that those 
from many walks of life came 
to be buried there.” 



Polish Consul appalled by plight 


The Polish Consul General 
has pledged his support to 
bring dignity to the dead at 
Horton cemetery after being 
“appalled” by the treatment 
of the dead buried there. 

The Epsom Guardian was 
contacted by Hanka 
Januszewska, of the Polish 
Heritage Society (UK), after 
she read our articles about 
the cemetery, which contains 
8,000 bodies of those who 
died at Horton Hospital - 
part of the Epsom cluster of 
mental hospitals in the 1990s 
and a war hospital during 
the world wars. 

The cemetery is privately- 
owned by Marque Securi¬ 
ties, which bought it for a 
nominal sum from the 
NHS in the 1980s and has 
left it to decay. 

This newspaper has 
been charting the re 
search of former Epsom 
mayor Councillor Sheila 
Carlson into the ceme 
tery since human re-P 
mains surfaced at the site 
in March. 

Coun Carlson is hunting 
for the names of soldiers 
buried at the cemetery, in a 


bid to have them officially 
commemorated by the Com¬ 
monwealth War Graves 
Commission (CWGC) and

Ms Januszewska said it is 
believed a number of Polish 
soldiers were treated at the 
Epsom hospitals during the 
wars and could have been 
buried in Horton cemetery. 

She said: “The Consul Gen¬ 
eral of the Polish Embassy 
was appalled to hear of this.” 

Coun Carlson welcomed 
the support, after her bid to 
see the death records of sol¬ 
diers at Horton Hospital was 
frustrated by the Ministry of 
Defence in July. 

She said: “According to the 
records no one died at Hor¬ 
ton Hospital during WWII, 
which is not true. It was a 
war hospital so the records 
must be elsewhere.”

Inmates arrested for 


Prisoners have been arrested for 
having mobile phones with them 
in jail in a crackdown at High 
Down prison. 

In the last few weeks, seven 
prisoners from the jail on the out¬ 
skirts of Banstead have been 
taken to Reigate police station 
after being caught in possession 
of a mobile phone. 

Over three days, prison guards 
rounded up inmates who had 
been caught with a phone or mo¬ 
bile device, and took them out of 
the prison grounds. 

It is a criminal offence to use or 
have a mobile in prison, but 
lawyers warned prisoners were 
increasingly flouting the laws. 

Richard Atkinson, managing 
partner at Robin Murray and Co,

said it was certainly not a new 
phenomenon. 

He said: “Prisoners having mo¬ 
bile phones is a problem in all 
prisons. I have known of phones 
being thrown into prisons over 
walls, and some even smuggled in 
by prison officers. The phones 
are used for varying degrees of 
misdemeanour’s, from social con¬ 
tact to organising criminal activi¬ 
ty and intimidating witnesses. 

“It is a prevalent problem in the 
prison system.” 

One lawyer, who did not want to 
be named, said lawyers were even 
losing clients if they refused to 
break the law, but Mr Atkinson 


rebutted that claim. 

He said: “I would be very con¬ 
cerned if that was the case. We 
are not allowed to knowingly 
communicate with a prisoner 
who is using a mobile phone. 
There was a solicitor prosecuted 
for it earlier this year.” 

A Prison Service spokesman 
said: “It is a criminal offence to 
use or possess a mobile phone in 
prison and any prisoner found in 
possession will be referred to the 
police. 

“We take this issue extremely 
seriously and staff work hard to 
keep all prohibited items out of 
prisons, using a range of robust 
and intelligence-led measures 
and work closely with partner 
agencies, including the police.”

A journey beyond the very gates of hell 



Sixty years have passed since 
the horrors of the Holocaust 
shattered the hopes and 
dreams and took the lives of 
about 11m people. 

But it is as important today 
as it was in the 20th century to 
understand one of the biggest 
genocides in history. As 
George Santayana said: “Those 
who cannot learn from history 
are doomed to repeat it.” 

On my trip, we didn’t go 
straight to the two camps, but 
to Oswiecim, a town in the area 
of Auschwitz. 

Before the Second World 
War, 58 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion was Jewish, with a vibrant 
community. Today not a single 
Jew remains. 

The thing that really ham¬ 
mered home the meaning of 
this was that we were told this 
information while standing in 
a grassy field. 

As it turned out, we were 
standing where the Great Syn¬ 
agogue had once stood. It had 
been destroyed, along with the 
Jewish population. 

This really helped me under¬ 
stand that the Jewish victims 
were just ordinary people. 

This in turn changed my un¬ 
derstanding of the 6m mur¬ 
dered Jews from a statistic into 


a rehumanised group of real 
people who had been lost. 

After leaving the town, we 
were taken to Auschwitz, 
where hundreds of thousands 
died from malnutrition, over¬ 
work and mistreatment. 

The punishments in the 
camp were awful. One involved 
being forced to stand in a small 
space inside a stone column 
with three other prisoners, 
with no movement permitted, 
sometimes for days until the 
victims died. 

However, the two most mov¬ 
ing parts for me were at the be¬ 
ginning and end. Passing 
under the infamous Arbeit 
Macht Frei gates, which 


chillingly translates as “Work 
sets you free”, we were taken to 
a room with one wall entirely 
encased in glass. 

Behind it was two tonnes of 
human hair, which had been 
shaved off by the Nazis to be 
turned into fabric. 

The second, simply awful 
part of the experience at 
Auschwitz was the completely 
intact gas chamber and cre¬ 
matorium, which I walked 
through. 

Although extremely hard to 
explain emotionally, physical¬ 
ly the entire room was so cold, 
in all senses. I agreed with 
others in my group that the 
room had even smelled cold. It 


was that overwhelming. 

After this we left for 
Auschwitz-Birkenau, the death 
camp. This was immediately 
harrowing as the infamous 
gate tower came into view. 

It was from the top of this 
tower that I understood how 
big 430 acres of land was, for 
the camp stretched further 
than the eye could see. 

We were then given a tour, 
which included the blocks and 
the toilets. One hundred and 
eighty toilets were built for 
more than 5,000 people, who 
would have between eight and 
15 seconds to use the open, 
stone toilet with four other 
people before being forced out.

The accomodation blocks 
had three tiers of bunks with 
two people forced to sleep in 
each. 

Those on the bottom two lay¬ 
ers would be at constant risk of 
being killed by exposure to 
the discharge of those in the 
bunks above every night, who 
did not have the strength to 
wait until morning. 

Moving on, we arrived at the 
train ramp. From here, all pris¬ 
oners were pointed either 
“links” - left, to the gas cham¬ 
bers - or “rechts” - right, to be 
worked to death. 

Although the gas chambers 
were mostly destroyed, the 


sight of where hundreds of 
thousands had perished was 
still overwhelming. 

It was not until after we left 
Poland and Auschwitz that I 
realised the full significance of 
the journey through such a 
distressing place. 

Despite the monstrosity of 
the Holocaust, genocide has 
continued to occur. 

It is hard to understand how, 
after the world was left aghast 
at the nature of the Holocaust, 
genocides such as those in 
Rwanda and Darfur were able 
to happen. The killing in Dar¬ 
fur ended just two years ago, 
after the deaths of almost 
500,000 people. 

People need to understand 
the atrocity that was the Holo¬ 
caust, and learn a vital lesson 
from it. If we do not learn this 
lesson from history, genocide 
will repeat itself.

Theft puts plumber’s 
business down tubes

A self-employed plumber has lost 
his business after thieves made off 
with £3,000 worth of tools. 

Michael McClusky, 50, of Burn¬ 
ham Drive, Worcester Park, was 
visiting his parents in Southfields, 
on October 19, when two men 
broke into his van. 

CCTV footage, taken from his 
brother’s shop nearby in Revel- 
stoke Road, was provided to police 
showing two men carrying out the 
theft. 

But despite this evidence police 
dropped the case within 24 hours, 
claiming the film was insufficient 
to pursue legal action. 

An email from Wandsworth po¬ 
lice stated: “Once again I am sorry 
that you have become a victim of 
crime. I would like to re-emphasise 
that the specific investigation into 
your crime is now closed.” 

The CCTV images show one man 
breaking into the front of the van, 
while another waits in a car. 

A passerby can also be seen 
when the thief first breaks into the 
van. 

Mr McClusky built up his tool 
collection up since 1980 and says 
the loss means he can no longer 
run his business, McCluskey 
Plumbing and Heating. 


He said: “Obviously I am not 
happy about it, it is not good 
enough. I am so fed-up with the po¬ 
lice. Their attitude is they won’t 
bother if you’ve got the insurance, 
but I haven’t got £3,000 worth of 
insurance.

“An allegation of theft of tools 
from a parked van in Elsenham 
Street SW18 was made to police on 
October 19. 

“CCTV footage of the incident 
was viewed by officers but unfor¬ 
tunately this was not of sufficient 
quality to identify the suspects or 
the vehicle they used. 

“Details of the offence are main¬ 
tained on the police system should 
any further evidence come to light 
which may identify the offenders.”

The new employment centre at Nescot 


Nescot, Epsom’s college of further and 
higher education, has responded to the 
challenge of youth unemployment by 
being only the second college in the UK 
to have its own in-house employment 
centre. 

The centre has been provided by 
recruitment experts Reed, in 
partnership with NCFE, a leading 
awarding body for nationally recognised 
qualifi-cations. 

“Helping our students to compete 
successfully in the workplace is one of 
our most important jobs,” said Nescot 
principal Sunaina Mann. 

“Our students tell us that we provide 
them with good quality courses and a 
great college experience. 


“But we want to go further 
than that, and give our students the 
boost that comes from having 


professionals around to help them into 
work and on to great careers in the 
future.” 

The Reed Centre opened in October at 
Nescot and boasts three full-time 
recruitment specialists who are on-hand 
every day to help students polish their 
CVs and prepare for job interviews. 

The centre’s team works with students 
on a one-to-one basis. They also visit 
students in their tutorial groups as part 
of the college’s emphasis on employ- 
ability and enterprise. 

The centre works with local employers 
to source part-time work, work 
placements and internships, and 
prepares students for interviews and 
recruitment events. 

For those students who don’t want to 
move on to higher education and for 
whom employment is their target at the 
end of their course, the team will 
support individual students to develop 
their employment plan, research 
potential employers and undertake job 
searches. During this final phase, 
students will receive intensive coaching 
to prepare their applications and 
practise interview skills. 

Nick Hughes, operations manager at 
the REED-NCFE group said: “Our 
objective is to secure Nescot college 
leavers with good jobs and to work with 
employers and the college to create high 
quality apprentice-ships that offer 
progression for the young person and 
provide the employer with a team 
member who will grow with their 
business.”

Just one week after the Reed 
centre opened at Nescot in Reigate 
Road, Ewell, its team were 
becoming well known to staff and 
students. 

And they had already achieved 
results in finding work for a 
number of the college’s students. 

Chris Border, a current student 
in Sports Science, said: “The Reed 
team really helped me. I was 
really desperate for work, so it 
was such a weight off my mind 
when I found my job through the 
Reed Centre. “ 

Health and Social Science 
student Giorgia Gonnella was 
helped to obtain a work 
experience placement. 

“I found the Reed Centre really 
useful. When I needed to find a 
work experience placement 
quickly, they helped me with my 
CV and covering letter, and gave 
me advice on how to speak to 
employers on the phone, which 
helped me to go and find myself a 
placement really quickly.”

Survey shows homeowners under value their contents 


A new survey shows that the cost of 
replacing the contents of the 
average British home in the event of 
total loss (such as fire or flood) has 
risen by almost a quarter in just 
three years. 

The replacement costs stand at 
around £55,000 according to analysis 
of Criterion Loss Adjuster’s data by 
Sainsbury’s home insurance. 

The research commissioned by the 
supermarket bank reveals that

“It was the only Test they had 
won out there in 20-odd years 


so to contribute to that was 
amazing. To get Sachin was 
awesome and to then celebrate 
with Freddie and the boys was 
fantastic.” 

He added: “I would jump at 
the chance to get back involved 
with the England team if that 
phone call came.” 

The story behind Udal’s 
arrival at Leatherhead is a 
family affair - the captain, 
Matthew Joblin is Udal’s 
brother-in-law, and the club 
president is his father-in-law. 

After leaving his post as 
Camberley CC president, it 
was only natural for Udal to 
join Leatherhead. 

And while winning Division 


Two cannot eclipse beating 
India on their home soil - for 
the first time in 21 years - with 
England, it is still an achieve¬ 
ment of some pride. 

Udal said: “There have been 
other things that rank on a 
higher scale, but in terms of 
what it means to the family, for 
them to reach the highest 
league in the history of their 
club, is a fantastic achievement 
for what is a very young side, 
apart from myself. 

“From that perspective it is a 
huge achievement. We’re at the 
highest level in the club’s his¬ 
tory, however long that is.”
